А boil (or тізіп”) is a red, 
swollen, painful bump that 
looks like a large pimple. It is 
usually caused by an infected 
hair follicle in an area of your 
body that is under pressure or 
chaffed. Common sites for boils 


are the buttocks, groin, waist- 


line, armpits, neck and face. 
Bacteria, most often staphylo- 


‚ coccus (or staph), get blocked

in the hair follicle and develop 
an abscess. The tissue around 
the follicle becomes.tender and 
inflamed as it tries to wall off 
the infection. This forces the 
abscess outward until it rup- 
tures on the skin surface and 
drains. If the wound is left 
open and clean, it can heal; if 
it closes off too soon, the pus 
pocket can form again. 

To prevent them from form- 
ing initially, wash areas that 
are prone to boils well with an 
antibacterial soap, such as 
Dial, and dry thoroughly. 
Avoid clothing that is too tight. 
It is important to eliminate 
chaffing and ease pressure 
against your skin whenever 
pessible, Also, you must keep 
clothes and personal linen of 
someone with a boil separate 
from the rest of the household

to prevent spreading the infec-

As for treatment of the boil

This may take up to a week of 
compress treatments, so don't 
get discouraged after the first 
day or two, Above all, never 
squeeze, scratch, cut or force 
the boil to drain. "Апу pressure 
or forced opening can push the 
bacteria deeper into the skin 
and chuse the infection to 
spread to other places in the 
body. Once the boil begins to 
drain, keep the wound open 
and clean and continue apply- 
ing compresses at least three 
times a day. Wash the area 
thoroughly with soap and 
water two times a day or as 
needed. Apply antibacterial 
ointment like Neosporin or 
Bactitracin Triple Antibiotic 
and a sterile bandage after 
each warm compress treat- 
ment or whenever the old 
dressing becomes moist. Take 
а pain reliever, such as aspirin

or ibuprofen, to ease the pain 
and decrease inflammation. 
Watch the area closely for 
signs of infection which may 
include increased pain, 
swelling, heat or redness 
around the boil; red streaks 
extending from the boil site 
and fever of 101degrees 
Fahrenheit or higher with no 
other apparent cause. Consult 
your physician if the boil is 
located on the face, neck, near 
the spine or in the.rectal area. 
If the pain бт the boil limits 
your normát'activities, is larg- 
er than an'inch across and has 
not improved after three to 
four days of self-care, it is 
important to call your physi- 
cian. More boils may develop 
after the first one appears, 
often in other parts of the body 


from the original site. if you- 


аге diabetic or have another 
type of chronic illness, always 
consult your physivian-at‘the 
onset of problems. I'll never 
forget a guy who showed up 
without fail every month for 
about a year with a risin' that 
just kept recurring, in a very 
uncomfortable place. When we 
saw his face аб {һе reception 
window, I would wave him 
right on back to the examina- 
tion room, so he would not 
have to try and sit. The MD I 
worked for chose to lance (open 
with a sharp scalpel) the boil 
and pack it so it would drain. 
The poor man had no choice, as 
the area would swell to the 
size of a golf ball each time. If 
you experience a problem with 
a risin', remember the sugges- 
tions for self-care or see your 
physician right away. Until 
next time...stay informed and 
stay healthy.

Native American Weather Forecasting |

"What's the weather going to 
be like?" [fis a question I hear 
on a regular, basis whether I'm 
picking up my shirts at the dry 
cleaner, shopping at the gro- 
cery store or just jogging 
around the block. 

"Going to rain tomorrow, 
Mike?" "When is it going to 
cool off?" "Any more hurricanes 
out in the Atlantic?” It is some- 
thing I have grown to expect 
whenever someone recognizes 
me as "the weatherman”, or 
"That guy on TV". 

I can usually come up with 
an answer to just about any 
question but occasionally, I'm 
asked to do more than forecast 
the weather. Every once in a 
while, someone asks if I can 
control the weather. A 

"Сап you steer that hurri- 
cane away from our coast?” 
"My grass is brown, genou 
make it rain, Mike?" 

Obviously, my influence with 
Mother Nature is limited - 
after all, just predicting tomor- 
row's forecast is difficult 
enough: Still, some meteorolo- 
gists have tried to exert some 
dominion over Mother Nature. 

Scientists have successfully 
seeded clouds to produce rain 
and snow. Other researchers 
have created methods to dis- 
perse fog and attract lightning 
bolts. In the 1960's, the 
National Hurricane Center 
tried unsuccessfully to modify 
a hurricane. 

Research into weather modi- 
fication. continues, but most 
meteorologists will tell you 
that it's not nice to foo] with 
Mother Nature. But, Native 
Americans disagree. 

America's Indians have

always been able to predict. 
and, some claim, contro] the 
weather. As Hartley Burr 
Alexander writes in "The 
World's Rim: Great Mysteries 


of the North American 
Indians" (University of 
Nebraska Press), "the entire 
culture of Indians seems built 
up out of prayer for rain." 

That "prayer for rain" often 
comes in the form of a rain 
dance. Elaborate ceremonies 
associated with rainfall are not 
only important to Native 
Americans, but have become a 
part of their civilization. 

Especially for Indians who 
lived in the arid Southwestern 
part of the country. Rainfall 
was the difference between life 
and death for the Hopi Indians 
of Arizona. To obtain that vital 
rainfall, the Hopi created an 
extraordinary rain dance. 

It begins with male members 
of the tribe gathering as many 
snakes as they can find. The 
snakes are placed into a small 
shelter made of cottonwood 
limbs in the center of the vil- 


The Indian priests pick up 
the snakes one by one, place 


them in their mouths and, 
dance around with them. The; 
priests will dance with every, 
snake, as many as 80, before! 


the ceremony iscompleted. — ; 
The Hopi lieve the dance: 


transforms the snakes into! 
messengers to-the gods of the: 
underworld. Snakes are chosen} 
for their rain dance becausé 
they resemble lightning bolts. 2 

Surprisingly, storm clouds 
often form following the dances 
Some people claim that Indian 
rain dances are successful 
because the Indians plan the 
ceremony when they know it's 
going to rain. Others, however, 
say the Indians are gods 
weather forecasters because 
they are attuned with nature. 7: 

That was certainly the casg 
in the summer of 1926. Chief 
Billy Bowlegs of the Seminole 
moved his entire tribe деер

Ап increase in drug use among teens and ado- 
lescents has left some parents *dazed and con- 
fused." $ 

After a decline, polls indicate that drag and 
alcohol abuse is on the rise, with drug and alco- 
hol experimentation starting at n and 
younger ages, says Radford University health 
and physical education professor Martin Tur- 
nauer. 

Turnauer is alarmed by an apparent resur- 
gence of the view that drugs are a harmless 
diversion. “Опе idiotic moment can have devas- 
tating consequences," he says. All it takes is one 
incidence of drunk driving to destroy lives." 

‘Turnauer believes there are many things par- 
ents can do to counteract substance abuse-relat- 
ed'peer pressure. “I think peer pressure is over- 
rated," He says. It's true that many kids will 
temporarily rebel of experiment with drugs and 
alcohol, but you don't want them to do anything 
deadly. Ultimately, I think strong family values 
supersede peer values." 

Тагпапег lists the desire to De different, get 
noticed and lose inhibitions ds some of the pri- 
mary reasons for drug and alcohol abuse. “А 5 
year old will get out and dance at a wedding, 
but a 15 year old won't,” says Turnauer.

"Some parents dis- 
cuss almost everything except substance abuse,"

"When you make a purchase, 
involve children in the deci- 
sion-making process," says 
Chase. “Make them aware of 
variables. Do we have the 
money? What: will we get for 
the money? How long will it 
last? If we get one thing, what 
other thing will we have to 
give up? These are lessons you 
can teach children throughout 
the year." 

When you try to combat com- 
mercialism "you're swimming 
against the tide of millions of 
dollars in advertising, says, 
Case. He recommends educat- 
ing children about advertising 
techniques such as “action fig- 
ure shown is not actual size.” 
Also, remind them about past 
items that were deceptively 
portrayed or disappointing. 

Ironically, says Chase, it's 
often those who can least 
afford it who are driven by 
guilt to overspend. “In that 
case, you have to weigh the 
transient pleasure of opening a 
gift versus the stress of a bill 


that won't go away. Children 
may want something desper- 
ately, but they get bored with 
things quickly. The long-term 
financial stress probably isn't 
worth the short-term plea- 
sure." 

If money isn't a major factor, 
care should be taken to provide 
the children with precisely 
what they ask for, says Chase. 
For example, if a child expects 
a specific doll, just any doll can 
be disappointing. “Children 
are often more discriminating 
than people give them credit. 
for," he says, "but it's also 
important to help children be 
sensitive to the feelings of oth- 
ers and realize that the most 
important thing is the spifit in 
which the gift is given." 

It might help to have chil- 
dren prioritize their gifts, indi- 
cating which gifts mean the 
most to them. If one is so 
expensive that it would prohib- 
it getting other gifts, you 
might offer the child a choice
